To omit the Imperiall Conſtitutions of Conflantine, Theo- 
deſins, Inſtinian, and other Emperours, it appeares plainly in 


Put cut by our S4xen Lawes made long before the Conqueſt, by theſe 
La ubert. feyerall kings, Ina, Alfred, Edgar, Canutns, Edward the Con- 


feſſor, &c. that all Eccleſtaſticall Lawes, both concerning Do- 
Arine and Diſcipline were made by them, (wm conſenſu Ale 
dermannorum & populi, in their Michel: Gimor, or great Aſſem- 
bly, which is all one with our Parliament. Nay, to their 
very Councels and Synods, the Laicty did come if any mat- 
ter was there handled which concerned them. Of this I could 
give likewiſe many inſtances, T will only name one, the Coun-

which Grounds of Law are three. 


Firſt Ground 1s this, Clergic-men which only by Law 
have a ſpirituall Juriſdiction, it they (hall exerciſe a Juriſ- 
diRion within the Kingdome, which only belongs to the 
Kings tcinporall Courts and not to their ecclcliaſticall Courts, 
they doe an at herein againſt the Kings Supremacy and 
Royall Prerogative, and ſo incurre a Premunire. The Bookes 
in our Law to prove this ground are many, which for bre. 
vity fake, 1 will only quote the authorities of Law, without

This was found againſt him, and he was attain- 
ted in a Premunire, though he had the Kings Commiſſion for 
what he did, and the King made mzancs 'to the Pope to make 
him a Cardinall, and gave way that two Croflcs ſhould be 
cirricd before him, one as Cardinall, and the other as Arch- 
biſhop of Terke. Theſe Leges Civiles mentioned in that Re- 
cord, were the Legantine © onltitutions exerciſed by the Car. 
dinall ahd all the Biſhops of Englaad, 1n all their feverall Dio- 
ccll:, which though it had the countenance of the Kings Com» 
mithon to warrant, yet that was found no excuſe for fo un- 
juft ana&t, for both Cardinall and all the Biſhops of the land, 
were adjudged to have incurr'd a Premunire, and therefore all 
the Bilhops did for their pardon of the faid Premunire , in their 
Convocation being then aſſembled and in time of Parliament, pay 
the King a huge maſſe of money, namely the Province of 
Canterbury paid the King 100000!'>9, the Province of Yorke, 
18840", and the Cardinall himſfelfe forfeited to the King, 
all his goods and Chattles, and all his lands and tenements, 
as Whuchall, Hampron Court, Chriit Colledge in Oxford, &c, 

This eaſe doth juitly agree with this Caſe before us, for 
here the - Convocation have made Camons, and added ſevere 
puniſhments to them, contrary to the Kings Prerogative, and 
the Lawes and Statutes of the Realme, which I made ap» 
peare 1n my Argument concerning the Cannons, and therefore 
[ will not {peake of them now, but will give you two inſtances 
which 1 did not mention then, 

The firſt is inthe firſt Cannon, by decxecing men to be pu- 
niſhed in the High Commaithon, for teaching contr:ry to their 
explanations of Royall power and propertie of goods, being 
two things, of which the interpretation doth not belong to 
them, but to the Common Law , and to the Judges which 
are the expounders thereof, Beſides, they had no authority 


in the world to puniſh men in the High Commiſion for fach

were Michg. Car. in which are contcinced all things where- 
inche Commiſſioners were to meddle. And therefore it was 
+ npoſſible that theſe new Cannons,being made not a yeare agoe, 
thould be comprehended in thote Letters Pattents, of which 
the Framers thereot could not poſſibly take notice, unlefle 
they had the Spirit of prophelie, which is not to be imagined, 
and therefore it was a bold attempt upon the Kings Prerogative, 
to order men to be puniſhed by vertue of his Comuniſion-which 
gave them no ſuch authority. 

The ſecond Inſtance 1s in the Cannons which they made 
for the payment of the Benevolence of the 6. Sublſcies, 
which they ordered Clergy men to pay, upon the ſeverett 
cenſures of the Church, as ſuſpenſion, degrivation , ex- 
communication, &c, With this clauſe added, omne appet- 
latione ſemota, that is, without any manner of appcalc 
to be allowed, which 1s a flat deniall of the Kings Subjects 
to have the bencfit of Law, for in their owne Law appcales 
are to be allowed from the Ordinaries Court to the Metro- 
politan , from the Mctropolitan to the Pope, and fach ai:- 
thority in appeales as the Pope had, is now given tothe King 
and his Judges Deligats by the Statutes of 24. Her. 8. cap. 1 2. 
25. Hen.8. cap. 19. But in this caſe all appcales to the king 
are denied, and his SubzeAs muſt not only be excommus- 
nicated, but deprived of thcir free holds, and denicd a!l be- 
nefit of appeale to helpe them, which is ahigh point of LL flur- 
pation upon the Cr6wne and the Lawes of the land, and an 
excrciling of an Arbitrary power of their ownc, above and againt 
Law. 

1 he Second ground of Law, why the Clergy in the Con- 


vocation have incurr'd a Premunire, is this, If the King by, 


his Commillion gives power to fpirituall Julges to doc 
fuch and ſuch afts, qualihed by a proviſo to be done 1 fuch 
and fuch a manner, and with ſuch rcſtritions and limitations as 
are contained in that provito, and thoſe Judges wiil by colour 
of ſuch Commiilion, doc a&ts contrary to ſuch proviſoes aid 
Imitations,they do hereby incurre a Fremunire.

ſo much as convemently may be, ottences ſhould be taken a- 
way, thertore we willing to doc the ſame : Whereas it 1s 
ordained in the Book of Common-prayer, in the adminiltra- . 
tion of the Loids Supper, that the Communicants kneeling 
ſhould receive the holy Communion; which thing being 
well meant for a ſignification of the humble and gratcfull ac- 
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knowledging of the benefits of Cun 15s T given unto the 
worthy recciver, and to avoid thz prophanation and diſorder, 
which about the holy Commnion might els enſue, leaſt the 
ſame knezling might b: thoaght or taken otherwiſe, we do

1. F4co, the Table is to {tand in the body of the Church or 
Chancell, to the end that the greater number may commu» 
nicate at the Table, and the Miniſter may be the better heard 
and teene : But by the fetting of the Table at the Eaſt end 
of the Chancell, the greater number cannot communicate, 
and the Miniſter in divers places cannot be heard or ſcarcely 
eene, whereupon I conclude this ſecond ground of Law, that 
becauſe the Clergy have done fo dircaly againſt their Com- 
nthon from the King, they have thereby incurred a Pre- 
munire, 

The third Ground of Law wherewith I will conclude the third 
part of my diviſion is this, 

Tone Common Law of England, which as King Zames faith, 
Is 11 its own principalls the juſtclt Law in the world, ſhould 
not in our c:ſc be juſt (the Clergy themſclvs being Judges) 
if they of the Convocativn ſhould not incurre a PIremu- 
nire.

with the Clergy) you ſhall tind theſe words, Excommunican-

It is true that anciently Biſhops have beene al- 
lowed to intermeddle in ſome Civil affairs,at ſome- 
Umes.Conitamine made alaw tothatpurpoſe,in caſe

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of yoluntary appeals from civil Tudicatories, Soom. 
li. x. cap.9. And Y alexs added to it, incaſes of Hol. 
pit..1s and Schooles. HF. Counc. of Trent. Yet the 
miſchiefs of ſuch intermedling, were ſoone felt and 
groancd under. Hence Honorinsand Arcadins made 
a Law againſt it, and Y alentinian afterwards put it in 
execution evenin Rome it ſelfe. So did other Em- 
perours, as appeares by the Corps of the Civil Lew, 
in many places. Indeed ſome ſucceeding Empe- 
rours , gave relaxations, and inlarged the power 
and prcheminence of Biſhops fo farre,thar at kength 
there was no reducing them to their ancient limits, 
till that once glorious Scepter;was become ſo inglo- 
rious as ” be wholly atthe devorion, command, 
and diſpoſe of the Mitre,tothe perpetual ignominie, 
and bandds undoing of that puiſſane Empire. 

And whereas ſome urge that Statute De Proviſs. 
ribus in 2 5. Edward 3. tor Biſhops intermedling in 

Civill Afﬀaires, becauſe it is there ſaid, That the ho-

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ployed ia temporall matters whichare but ordina. 
rie, it muſt needs be a farregreater hInderanceto 
that holy calling,for Biſhops to Vote in Parliament, 
becauſe they cannot doe it as it ought to bee done, 
without ſo much $kill and dexterity in ſecular af.

It is true that inthe Reigne of King Henry the 
eight, one Craumer was ative inthe caule of God, 
againſt thoſe ſixe bloudy Articles, which coſt ſo 
many their lives. But, of all the Hierarchic, not 
one was found to joyne with him, but all op- 
poſed, and he alone tor three dayes together was

faine to ſtand to it, and atlengtl, by themalice, 
practice, and potency of the Prelates, hee was o- 
vercome, and the cauſe corryed againſt him, 4;

When about toure or hve yeares after, Cranmer, 
in two feverall Parliaments uſcd his beſt endeg. 
vours tovcot that bloudy Law repealed,and had be- 
fore hand (as he thought) drawn- over to his ſ1de 
the Biſhops of Worceſter, Chicheſter, and Rocheſter, 
who promiled to aſſiſt the cauſe in Parliament ycr 
when it came tothe tryall, all ehe Biſhops forfooke 
him andthe cauſe againe. In ſo muchas the King 
himſclfe, and the Nobility ſtood to him lo farre, as 
to give way toa moderating of the former Law, 
whea the Biſhops would not abate the leaſt part 
of the rigour thereof, Antiq. Britann. in Cran 
meros 

In King Edw.#4 the ſixth his Reigne,it is true, a 
bleſled Keformation was happily begun; but, by 
whom 2 By the Biſhops £ No verily, Cranmer 
only excepted, For he and the Protecor were the 
men that adviſed the King, and went through with 
the worke. As forthe great Biſhops, Gardiner of 
Wincheſter , and Torſtall of Dureſme', Bonner and 
others, they ſerved ro fillpriſons, and diverſe ran 
away. And in all Letters of the Lords for more 
particular Reformation, it was onely C:nterbu. 
ric and the Nobilitie that did promote the boſt- 
neſle, See. Aits and Monuments in King Edward 
the frxth. 

Bur in Queene Mares dayes, who but Brſhops 
for the Maſſe, andall the grofle body of Popery, 
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-h in Convocation and Parliament 2 Cranmer, 
and the reſt of the Orchodox Blihops were ſoone 
periecuted, and ar lergth committed to the fire; 
while the Popith Prelates, being reſtored toric 
places, ſpared no diligence to promore Popiſh Ido 
latry throughout the Kingdome, and that ly their 
Votes in Parhament, whereby chey might more 
plertitully ſhed oloud by a Law.

nough to vore Bils by rote, according to the tmpe- 

twoulnefle of his triends, or the loudneſle of the 

cry&s made to; or againit them. 

Belices, T:mcsand other Circumſtances may, and 
often do foalrer the State ot the ſame martrers ; that, 
;teventhe ablcſt and moſt vigilant Sateſman bee 
not more aware, Bils may be offered, which are per- 
haps moſt plauftble, in preſent appearance ,, and 
might bee very profitable roo,at ſome other ſcaſon, 
that would prove moſt pernicious inthe iſſue, if now 
they were ſuffered to paſſe, Now, hethat hath not 
his eyes in his head, or his head not conſtantly at 
worke ( even out of Parliament ) to obſerve and 
ponder the ſeverall changes and windings of affairs 
and {cafons, can never bee a judicious Peere in Par- 
liamentz but (at his beſt) an Emperick, who,when 
} historallis caſt up, is ever found more hurtfull than 
profitable, yeaa very peſt tothe publike ; unleſle, 
laying all other buſineſſe aſide, hee double his in- 
duſtry to make future recompence for his preſent 
inſufficiency , apd by his diligence to ſupply the 
defects of his former cducation,as to this Callingghe 
having been firſt intended and moulded for another 
\ profeſſion. 

And, if Biſhops take this courſe, to become like , 0, .. 
the children of 1ſachar, men that have underſtanding 
of the times to know what Iſrael ought to doe, andto en- 
able themſelves for Parliaments _ it is caſte 
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to conclude , what hinderance this not onely may 
bee, but cannot but bee to their Miniſteriall Fun. 
Rion, Por , it the Levite take upon him 1/4 
chars Office, and fall to tampering ſo high in Tem- 
poralls, hee will ſoone prove an 1ſſachar in Spiri. 
tals, and become couchant betweene his two bur- 
thens. 

Againe, I hope it will very ſhortly appeare, that 
it will be farre from being neceſſary for Biſhops ovce 
in three yeares, toattend the Convocation, as the frame 
of borh yet ſtandeth among us. Our Convecation is 
but a meere ſhidow.a plaine mockery.Synods were 
ordained for more uſe and activity,than to patter 0- 
ver alatine Letany upon Wednefdays and Fridays, 
and to give fo many Subſidies as it pleaſeth hi 
Grace to propound to the engaged and enthralled 
Clergy z or to paſlea tcew illegall, feditious, Anti. 
parliamemary Cinons, firſt caſt in the mould of 
ſome brain ſick Incendiary,that would needs be the 
Dominus fac totwn, and the head of a pragmaticall, 
Papifhicah}, Atheifticall SanRion. 

And,if Syaods were (as I truſt they wil beg) re- 
ſtored totheir priſtine courle and extent, agreeable 
to the Word (without which, better we never ſaw 
Convocxion more,as,l hope, wee ſhalt nor) there 
would be {d much worke to doe in thery,as would 
even tjro out the moſt indefatigable ſpirits of rhe 
ableſt men,to coufider of cyrours in doctrine which 
daily creepe into corrupt the truth, of explanations 
of Dodtrine already eftabliſhed, when-pervevſe men 
make uſe of the generality or ambignity of the 
terms wherein they bee couched, to countenance 
theis fancics and fanaticke opinions ; of preparing 

a plat- 
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platforme of Diſcipline agreeable to the will of 
God, and uſefull for his people, of cenſuring ſuch 
as bee too great for leſſer Aſſemblies , and of A 
peales from interiour Synods to that higher Jadi- 
Catotic. 

Then, would godly and conſcientious Biſhops 
finde ſo muchto docin Conyocarions or Synods,as 
would leave them little leaſure for atrendance in 
Patliaments, where the Peeres doe, or ſhould fic 
every day ( or they have little reaſon to Vote in 
thoſe Bills and Cauſes there agitared , when they 
lavenot heard the debates, ) and-foone let them 
{ce,that all the time they could redeeme (although 
they ſate every day , and ſate out the day ) would 
bee much roo little namturely to difcuffe, and delibe. 
1ately to determine all buſineſs of Synods. Ereo, 
it muſt needs bee a very great hinderance tothe pro- 
per worke of their Calkng, when, once in three 
yeares they muſt neceſſarily attend the Convocation (te- 
tormed, and reſtored to the truly Primitive nature, 
and uſe ) if 1hey divnae any pare of that ſhorr time to 
the attendance of Parliament. Thus farre the Exa- 
mination Of alt the Anfwers, 10 the firſt Reafon , 
which being the Principalt , I have beene the ſor.

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Howbeir, if I may utter my pnvate opinion 


freely of this point, without prejudice to the Houſe 
'of Commouns,and without engaging them further 


than themſclves intended; I humbly conceivethat 
the Church of England, in her fifth Queſtion pro. 
pounded by the Biſhop in the ordering of Mini. 
ſters, doth fully intend as much as is contained in 
thoſe words of the Exhortation before rehearſed: 
and, to that Queſtion, the Miniſter poſitively 
anſwereth , 1 will endeavour my ſeife ſo to doe, 
the Lord being my helper. Ergo, hee formally 
voweth at his Ordination , what is contained 
in the Sccond Reaſon of the Houſe of Com-

Tocleare this, I ſhall firſt ſer downe the words 
of the Queſtion ; 1:11 you bee diligent in prayers , 
and in reading of the holy Scriptures , and in ſuch ſiu- 
dies as helpe to the knowledge of the ſame , laying a 
fide the Study of the World and the Fleſh * To 
this , the parity to bee ordained anſwereth, 1

Ne xt, I muſt pray the Readers to confider,that 
the ſurcſt expoſition of theſe words muſt needs bee 
tound inthat Booke from whence the words were 
taken, and ſet into the Booke of Ordination more 
briefly than in the Originall they bee exprefled. All 
the learned know,that Bucer was the chief man,who 
atthe requeſt of Crawmer, cenſured the firſt Pub-

| Inthat Grit Booke, there was no forme of or- 
dination preſcribed: butinthe 5. 6. Edward 6. it

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was added. This Exhortation 2nd the Queſts. 
on; and Anſwers tothem , in our preſent Booke 
of 0radination, were not borrowed ( as ſome 
ſuggeſt) out of the Romane Pontificall , but 
were Verbatim taken out of that grave and lear- 
ned Treatile of Bucey entituled, De Ordinat. Le- 
e114 HMiniſtrorum Eccleſ. C dp. alt. extant in 
his Scr*pr. CAnglices, Ergo, the full meaning 
and latitude ot this Queſtion muſt bee taken 
thence.

bee not throughly qualified and furniſhed tor 
thar worke , the more the pity , becauſe the 
more the Common wealth lalbe: by their inſuf. 
ficiency. Howbeit the ingenuouſneſle of their 
nature and education , will make them leſſee for- 
ward in ſpeaking, and more diligent in hearing 
their ancients and men of more gravitie and ex- 

rience. Nor is it fit that for tuch jaſufficien. 
cies they ſhould be turned out, but rather re- 
maine thcre as in a Schoole (as wee ſee ſome of 
the ſonnes of the Noblemen doc) totrainethem 
up to doe ſervice there tothe King and King- 
dome , it being an honour to which they 
were borne , whereas Biſhops fit chere bur 

Precario , and are out of their Callings all the 
while, 

Bur, is that all that the Biſhop hopes, name- 
ly, that the perſons to bee ordained will not take 
another Trade or Y ocation upo1 them ? Thenbe- 
like, if a Miniſter doe not profcſle the Trade 
of a Taylor , hee may yet ſpend part of his time 
in Tayloring. Hee may ſometimes give himſclf 
to Brewing, ſo he ſet not up a Brewhouſe, &c. 
But ſurely our Law is ſo ſtriR in ſuch caſes , thar 
it forbids Miniſters to have ſo much as a Brew» 
houſe or Tan-houſe, although managed by 0s 
thers, further than for the neceſſarics of houſe 
keeping 3 nor otherwiſe ,. to take ro Farme or 
Leaſe, any Lands or Tenements , albeit the

And why ſo? Js it becaule the Lawes doe en- 
vic the wealth of Spirituall perſons ? That were 
an uncharitable ſurmiſe. The cnd was, that Mi- 
niſters might have no occaſions of a vocation 
trom their Studics and Miniſteriall Function, bur 
have more opportunity to beſtow themlclyes 
wholely thereupon, according to what they pro» 
miſc d and undertooke at their Ordination, for the 
more quiet and wertuous increaſe and maintenance of 
Divine Service, aud preaching and teaching of the

So then, it we conſider Biſhops, accordin3 to 
what the Common wealth expeQeth from them 
in her Lawes, as well as what the Church bin.

Yet 
this I ſuppoſe I may ficely and truly ſay, that net- 
tlicr Learned and Pious Afartin Bncer, nor the 
piaine meaning Church of England , which 
borrowed that Exlvortation from Bucer, ever fo 
much as dreamt of the Mathematickes, or of that 
diſtinction here given, in thoſe words of the Ex- 
hortation;but meant honeſtly and plainly to let all

But let the diſtinRtion bee as it will ; thus much 
is clearcly gotten by it, th.t the Hnſwerer here. 
by yecldeth , that, Morally Biſhops. cannot vote 
in Parliament, without croiling the expectation 
of, and condition propounded by the Church, 
in admitting rhem to Holy Orders, and that they 
vote there and imploy themſclves in fccular afe 
faires Mathematically only. Surcly, it their vo- 
ting there ( for that wee know 15 the thing t-» bee 
aſſerted by himin his CAzfwers , becaule that is 
it which is oppoſcd in the Reaſons of the Houſe 
of Commons ) conſiſt not with the Rules of 
Morality, it is no great credit for th-m to refaine 
that honour , nor will it at length bring in much 
comfort tothem, when they muſt yceld up their 
accounts to God, that they were never forbid- 
den it according to the ſtrict Lawes of the Ma- 
thematickes , although indeed Aorally they were 
bound from ir. 

And what, muſt they needs bee debarred from 
the juſt care of proviſion of their honſhold affaires , 
if denyed votesin Parliament, and liberty unto 
ſecular imployments, to enable them ſo to vote ? 
Nay, God him({elfe not only allowes, but impo- 
ſcth uport all men a care of their family. buſineſſe 
and government, Prov.

paſſe of Treafon,) by a ſtrange Divinity, aſſuring 
the world, that the Crown could not flouriſh on 
the Kings head, without the Fellowfhip of a Mi- 
ter ; All my pretentions were deeply guilded 
withthe Beams of Authority , which through 
Inadvertencic, and faſhion of Times, I mace 
Llſher in ſuch ſtrangers, as deflored the Church, 
abuſed rhe State, and diſhonoured the whole Dy- 
11NION, 

When the ſeeds of Arminianiſme, Superſti ion. 
and Popery, (by my Epiſcopall law more tende- 
ring the honour of Hierarchy, then the Goſpels 
integritic ) ſimplicity had been very Luxurianr, 
and over-run the whole Vineyard, I knew that as 
Reme was now filled with joy, for the fair hopes 
of our return to her. ſo was Er2/4:d, and all the 
Ch:.rches reformed choakt with tear and forrow: 
For alas, cven as the Earth looks fad, and tullen, 
at the Sunnes departure, and every Trce, every 
flower puts forth a tear wk en he renews his com- 
fort, Why do not we conceive the lovers of the 
Spirit of truth, muſt be diſmayed, wounded in 
heart, and cloathed in ſorrow when truth 1s 
!Yaniſhit trom out the face of the Eartia. Yet us 
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I never make tcruple (out of zeal rothat Spiritu- 
all Monarchy) to tread down all thole who were 
bold to ſpeak againſt the calami:ies of 1 imes, 
in.quities of the Times, and the injuirics done 
to the Goſpel, thovgh we mult all contcfle the 
Spirit of Truth, did powecrt. lly dwell in them. 
I ſuppreſſed them, removed them, and {end them 
in baniſhinent beyond Sea, thereby Ccptiving 
Clirch and Com non- wealth of their Chriſtian 
kclp, both in Religion, and Policy ; But my own 
Creatures, willing In{truments to promote my 
Counſclls, and Projects, were moſt lolemnly 
advanced to the places in Circh and State. Thus 
Ve went on, kept our correlpondence,and ordo- 
red Gur rame by ſuch a {ſtrange cunning, and vio- 
Icnce, that there remains a black Hiſtory for our 
dieds, which will hardly mcet with bclict in 
othcr Chiurchics, 
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By th? whole Current of my cariiage, by my 
practiſes, wayes, mo-ions, and intclligence ye 
knew, alas, that I was about that great work of 
the Whore of Rome, ( infuch ſort that ſome of 
thePaſquls of the time have CharaGtered me 
Her labor:ou> Pander ) to make the poſlcefſion of 
\Vorld Hers, and Ccrogate from the glory of 
tie Goſpel, and honour of Kings, O be aſha- 
ned for ſo miſcrably proſtituting your ſelves, 
and your ſouls to the domincering pride of my 
humor, in tomenting my Popiſh intentions, 
conſtamly followed by you, as if we had joynt- 
y conirired to tlic uverthrow of Tiuth and 
eligion, 


at 
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And becauſe the Printers Preſſe did often 


ſpcake the times , andrell the world the my- 
(tery of my Epilcopiling,therefore did I arro- 
cate to my felte the keys thereof, and ma- 
king the power of Printing depend on me, did 
ſhur and open the lame at my pleaſure. Nei. 
ther durſt any booke though never ſo rich! 
embclliſhe with the treaſures of piety and wil. 
dome once appcare, untill by a ſupercillious 
licenſe my Canonicke Secretaries had firſt 
found it reliſh deeply of the Romiſh and Ar- 
minian poyſon. And as I was the rule of do- 
ctrine, intending and remitting the qualities of 
Sermons, as the conditions of times required, 
Sowere many Pulpits prophaned with Here- 
lies, Revilings,and Scurrilous reproches; Nay, 
wherein have I reſtrained my inſolent, and 
unbridled minde in the purſuit of my ſuperſti- 
tious follies > What Statute Civill or Eccle- 
1aſticall cannot riſe up againſt mee, and argue 
euilty © To ſhew how I have framed n:w 
Conſtirctions, Ceremonics without number, 
which infeſt the world daily more and more, 
Canons, and Articles, and Oaths, printed, 
publiſhed, and forced uponthe people 7 How 
wee have dared to grant Licenſes, and mike 
preſumptuous Diſpenſations : How we have 
kept Courts, made all our Proceſſes , Sum- 
mons, Citations, and Cen{urcs in our owne 
n1me,& ſtylc,it would make a Hiſtory as long 
as tedious to the World, as ſhamefullro my 
B abhor- 
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abhorre TIT e : They are written vi Tt the 

po! 'nt of 2 Diamond on all thc Church wy. 
dows, every letter whereot t > mee IS a 710m 
Theta , forit muſt be confelled, that I and my 
furious faction ſo ordered all , uatill all was 
zut out of frame , making the Kingdom: 

the obj<& of pitic, lacerate with many mij. 
ſcrics and Giſtreſles,, and my ſelte of too juſt 

an hate, thereby g orving occaſion to the Enc. 
mies of the Goſpel, ro ſins : Te Dtwn,and tothe 

Church of England to cry Ichabod, And ne- 
ver more juſtly then now might it be ſaid, 

Men groan from out of the City, and the ſouls of the 
07; 1:4 cry out, 

But I forbeare to enlarge my ſelf,and afflik 
you with the {ad relation of theſe conveyan- 
ces wherein yee had a great hand, & to which 
yee are privy , only let me confound my ſelf, 
before the World in this Declaration concer- 
ning my tyranny inthe Scottiſh affaires, be- 
cauſe itis the moſt eminent, and funeſt a&t of 
the Tragedy, and has prov ed moſt effectuall 
to my perdition , and from thence wnas 
aslor & lachryng , put forth a Prophefic to 
you of theſe evils, which will certain- 
ly come upon you likewayes, breake you 
aſunder , and ſhake youto pieces, if you 
ttop your cares, and ſtill hate to be reformed, 
when Hee that is the confidence of all the 
ends of the carth, hath now revealed himſelfe 


(0 powerfully , and anſwered the expectation 
of 
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of the upright creature by terrible things, in 
Rightcouſneſle , for I know the end of your 
hopes, and gave expanſion to my foule to ſeek 
the things of this world, and not of God, but 
now, behold, I ſtand upon the ſtage of morta- 
lity like anaccurſed tree, the miſerable obje& 
of thisage , groan under the hatred of three 
Kingdomes, able to cruſh all the Miters in 
England, ready to be tearcd by the wrath of 
mine Enemics, who ſharpe their eyes againſt 
mee, 

Not content with that abſolute Power 
which the errour and conſuerude of Times, 
and the indulgence of Princes ( importuned 
with reſtleſſe ambition) ſuffered to fall upon 
mce heere in the Exgliſh Church , I would 
needes dilate my ſelte like a ſwolne cloud 
of inteRion, to obſcure the light, ro poyſon 
the aire, and to trouble the calme, and fereni- 
ty of other Kingdomes ; I could not endure 
that other Churches ſhould looke grievouſly, 
and a ſquint upon our manner of govern- 
ment, For I muſt confeſle , my intentions 
were deepe and large, againſt all the reformed 
Churches , and Reformation of Religion, 
which through his Majeſties Dominions I had 
wounded tothe very ſoul, fo thatit lay grove- 
ling, and panting on the ground ready to cx- 
pire, if I had not been removed, atd our plots 
detected to the glory of God, to the honour 
of King and Parliament, to the terrour of 
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the wicked, and comforr of allthole who have 
bin labouring after the bcauty of theſe times, 
and would have bought theſe acceptable days 
with many thouſands, 

For this purpoſe, I made the firſt aſſault on 
the weakneſle of Scotland, (as in my light eſti. 
mation I conceived , but was deſtitute of the 
Spirit of Prophecic) and cauſed to be compi- 
led a Service booke for their devotion, obtru- 
ding the ſame upon their Church , which 1 
knew the tenderneſs of their conſcience could 
no ways endure ; yet by my owne counſel ] 
was caſt down; for though I knew well it was 
nothing clſe but a ſtrange Rhaplody ofall un- 
clcan things and unſavoury,w< once received 
inthe bowels of Church or State, could ne- 
ver give reſt, till like a virulent poylon ithad 
begotten inteſtine warre in the body Eccleſ1a- 
ſtick and Civill, I knew likewayecs it over- 
turned from the foundation the order of their 
Church,making a large entry to all Novati- 
ons to come,being repugnant to the Doctrine, 
Diſcipline, and order of their Reformation, 
to their Confeſfion of Faith , Conſtitutions 
of their Generall Aﬀemblics , and Ads of 
their Parliament eſtabliſhing true Religion 
yet would I needs enforce that booke upon 2 
Nation, which ſooner would have welcomed 
the Plague,the Faminc,and the Sword. Hence 
did ſp1ing this terrible combuſtion, (which I 
tcarc ſhall no other wayes he quenched, then 

by 
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by the bloud of that faftion which cauſed the 
ſame) now threatning with open mouth , and 
implacable fury to devoure us all ; When the 
Scots affrighted with ſuch an unknown Mon- 
ſter had in moſt humble manner proſtrate 
chemſelvs to authority, and craved a diſp-nfa- 
tion, from that impreſtable obedience, not 
able to drinke that poyfon which T had ſo im- * 
pcriouſly nal to them, as it Supreame 
Majeſty had been violated, Monarchy affron- 
ted, and a Royall Prerogative many wayes 
njured, f armed Authority againſtthem, and 
made ſuch ſtrange pretences, diſſembling a 
Lcale to the honour of the Crowne (which 
meane while I was trampling under-foote) 
that any thing bchoved to bee done, all the 
Treaſures of Revenge were to be walted, 
before his Majeſties command did not meete 
with full obedience; bur the ſuggeſtions and 
motions were ever mine, moſt palpably to 
blow up all , and inyolve all in conflagrati- 
on, | 

All the Supplicarions (both pious and fre- 
quent) the Declarations, Informations, and 
Reformations(to which none of us could ever 
reply) of that aflited Nation, I cauſed t9 bee 
ſuppreſſed moſt diligently (not ableto ſtand 
before ſuch 2 Light, and fearing they ſhould 
work the overthrow of our cauſe) and pro- 
cured them to bee anſwered with terrible 


Proclam:tions. An4 when tiey were con» 
B 3 {trained

ſtrained to uſe the remedy ot proteſtation, 
without any fcruple or tryall of che buſines, 
( like an undifſtinguiſhing fre that delights tg 
feed it ſelf by embracing all Objects)I cauſed 
them bee declared and. publiſhed , in all rhe 
Churches of England, Traitors, and Rebells, 
Ard laſtly when they were {ceking to poſleſle 
their Religion againſt my. ſtrange devices, and 
Novations, I Kindled the fatall warre, and 
rather then 1 ſhould fall from my counſels, 
and have any of my intentions caſt. back on 
my face, 7 choſed to cover the whole Ifland 
with bloud. 

And therefore having once eſpouſed the 
| Roman quarrell, I cauſed diſplay an op:n ban- 
ner and muſtered my forces, called torth my 

Squadrons(as it religion, and the honour Roy- 
all had been lying at the ſtake)and ſet torth an 
Epiſcopall Expedition for detence of the 
Mitre , which in end will be covered with a- 
ſhes indeſpight of all created powers. But © 
T yee of little providence, for what all this fu- 
ry > Where were your ſouls > And why did 
none of us toreſce the black ſucceſſe of ſuch 
deſtructive, diſtempers , and unmercitull cx- 
tremities £' But this was out houre , our very 
houre , wherein wee were wile to our owne 
deſtruQion. 
Thus when by our working the Land was 
divided intwo Armics, advanced and brought 
In view of each other, yet not ſo much as a 


Dog 
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Dog to offend ;When all matters were lweets- 
ly compoſcd , and by aPacitication as unde- 
ſired as unexpetted of us both Nations had 
comforted the:miclves with the hopes of 
peace and quietnefle, then likean angry wind 
that layes barc the very ocean, or like fre 11- 
prifbned, I burſt forth and ſpred my {elf with 
oreater violence, and could not give reſtto 
my mind, till a new war was kindled, and all 
things for their deſtruRion with a freſher re- 
ſolution then before prepared againſt them. 
How I beſtirred my ſelf both at the Counſel! 
Table, and privy Juno, to reproach all his 
Majcſties Royall intentions of peace with his 
Subjects, and that Pacification as diſhonoura- 
ble, and fitto be broken, yee can all bearemec 
record, I controlled the judgemehit of the 
whole Kingdome and Parliament. And 
though they found no juſt reaſon and emer- 
gcacie for warre, yet becauſe Iapprehended 
our Kinzdome was like to make a farall end, 
and our Babel was tremblin?, ready to tumble 
down abour our cares, and that there was no 
ſafery letr but to build upon the ruines of thei 
confuſion, Therefore in politick probability 
I thought it moſt fit ro ſhake all , and pur all 
in diviſions and diſorders, that ſo wee might 
work our owne ſafety, and the redemption of 
Hierarchy from the publike reproach, fiſhing 
in troubled waters : Thus in my graceleſſe fa- 


pacity, I concluded it good couniell to _ 
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both King. VMCs Neercr t* ) rune , thit being 
mare poore an.{ pilsive, they might beruled 
with the more calc. 

It is not unknown to you all how rmpudent- 
ly, and blaiphemoully I railed againſt thar 
Covenant of Scerland,, ( which like aterrible 
Spear in the hand of te mighty has (trick us 
through the very ſoul, 8 mult rrifiph through 
the world, to the aboliſhing of tht great Bi- 
ſhop, if wee oblerve the indeniable fi iger of a 
Providence ) though it was moſt true that the 
ſame did containe nothing but the marrow of 
Religion, was approved by Nationall Ailem. 
blies, ſubſcribed by his Majeftics Commils1- 
oners,& by the Lords of his Majeſties Coun- 
ſell, and by them commanded to be ſubſcri- 
bed by all the SubjeRs of that Kingdome, as 
ateſtimony of their duty to God & the King, 
Though the beautiful face of Religion which 
did ſhine there moſt gloriouſly , and all theſe 
warrants ina morall way could have juſtified 
them , and taught mce better manners, yet I 
would bre akthrough all conſiderations and 
make good my miſtake , uſing that power 
whereof I was in poſſeſ5ion ro the effcaall 
cmbracements of my owne wiſhes. As they 
uſed all means to approve th<mſelves ro God 

-nd Man, and dcliver unto their Pofteritic the 
true Religion in herpurity and majeſty , So 
profeſle my ſtudy was to render them odious, 
charging with unqueſſioned guilt theſs $ 
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jets that endeavoured to gin his Majettics 
favour and were moſt taithtull to his Crown, 
and dignity. 

When the Parliament could not bee in- 
duced to diicend into warre again(t a Nation, 
maintaining their Religion, and Liberties, I 
did impede their procedings-, and ſtop their 
Reſolutions, as if they had met for no other 
purpoſe, then to give uptheir Judgements to 
mce, and evidence their devotion to my cor- 
rupt ends. Andnot only did I adviſe the brea- 
king up of that high and honourable Court 
of mens (on which all the Eys of Earope 
were faſtned, and whencethe retormed Chur- 
ches expected retreſhment) bur did like-ways 
ſit till in the Convocation houlc, making Ca- 
nons and Conſtitutions : Ordaining under all 
higheſt paines , that hereafter the Clerg 
ſhould preach foure times 1n the.yeere fulp 
Dodtrines as were contrary not only tothe 
Scottiſh proceedings , but to the Do@tines 

and proceedings ot other Churches, to the 
|udoement of all ſound Divines, and Poli- 
tiques, and tending to the utter ſlavery , and 
runing of all Eſtates, and Kinzdomes, and to 
the diſhonour of Kings, and Monarchs. Not 
content herewith , 1 procured ſix Subſidies 
to be levied of the Clergic, under pain of de- 
privation toal who ſhould refuſe for this great 
exigency, and Holy war. And asit all theſe 


had not been ſufficient(O hide your taces, and 
C bluſh 
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bl: th tor thame) y Cau! uſed frame and print 1 


Prayer , { {cnt through 111 the p:riſhesot 
C19 land 1 tn be ſid in time of divine Service, 
a» 1 nt chat NatrenHy the name of traiterous 


SubjeRs havingcaſt off all obedience to their 
anoinred Soveraigne,and comming ina rebel. 
lious manner to.invade England, that ſhame 
miz2lit cover their faces, as enemies to God 
and the King. Here Ict horrour and won- 
der ſeaſe your ſoul, and all Religion and 
C ndor be aſhamed. it thelc alas be the fruits 
of the ſpirit of truth, and peace,or the words 
of charity or the ways of the Goſpel God 
and the World will judge. 

Many ſtranse oaths I invented prefhing 
them upon the paine of 1mpriſonment and 
huge pecuniall mul&s. And in thar ſacred 
Synod (as wee called it, bur God is not 
mocked)was that love-lock of Antichriſt for- 
ged, that prodigious that bottomleſſe and un- 
limited oath coined , which was provided 
moſt prudently as bonds and chaincs to ry the 
laity from invading our libextics which wee 
conceaved to be powerfully fortified with our 
imperious Canons as a Rampard : So that it 
the wildome of rhe State,in the oreat counſel! 
and ſypreame Senate of the Kingdome, 
ſhould think fit to alter any thing hereafter in 
the government of the Church, we gloried 
in this as a Maſter-piece of providence, ro an- 
ticipate and foreſtall their ju Jocment by ma- 
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king them {weare betorc hand to damnablc 
nercties (tor why thould I now ditlemblec) 
That the government of Archbiſl:ops, Bi- 
ſhops , Deacons, &c. (Aſtrange mithap:n 
Monſter with a Dragons taile , not ſprung 
trom Scripture , ) is jure divino , and that 
ticy ſhould never give conſent to any al- 
ration. This was a heavic yoke , and ſtrong 
fcrters caſt upon Chriſtian liberty. Yee all 
know what mcancs wee uſed in that our Con- 
clave to makeall ſure againſt the ſtorme that 
threarned us : for the motive of our mee- 
ting was not the peace and purity of the 
Charch, (nav, we threw oile in the lame) nor 
the extirping of herefies, (for day after day 
they ſer up their abominable heads, and came 
forth as Locuſts out of the pit)and eſtabliſhing 
the truth, in the power of doctrine and diſci- 
pline ; but to affure ur Epiſcopacie, and exalte 
Hicrarchie , whichwas now fainting and lan- 
guiſhing under the weight of ſo many reproa- 
chesready toexpite. It we dare not for the ille- 
gality of theſe Canons, appeate before that 
powerfull Sun-beame ( the Eſtates of Parlia- 
ment\which doth melt us like Snew,and make 
vs a thamed like Bars and Owls, where thall we 
ſtand for their impictie in the great-.day of our 
reckoning. " 
Theſc,c rheſe be the trophees of my-trtumph, 
theſe bee the garlands adorning my Mitre, 
which arenoy deſperatly blaſted with the - 
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gricft thunder that ever tell upon anambitt- 


ous hea |, which ſhall be likeways ſhortly tur- 
ned to Cypreſie at my unlamented funerals, 
Thc black cloud of diſhonour hangs over me, 
and I am drowned in ſhame, I am now the 
deipiſed prey of the world, the noylome ſpe. 
(tacle of thisage , example of juſtice to all 
thoſe who dare crucifie the barmlefle truth, 
cifgrace the beauty of the glorious light, reſiſt 
the graces of the Goſpel], ſtifle the rayes of 
Majcſty with impure {moake, and drinke with 
open throat the intoxicate cup. of accurſed 
preferment, which raints the judgement, and 
Poyſons the heart: And therefore onthe ben- 
ded knees of my ſoule let mee entreart you, ro 
caſt your cyeS upon mee, not for pity and won- 
der only , but to hate thoſe things which have 
plunged me in this depth of miſery. Goe mea- 
ture the height of your hopes,cxamine the very 
lite & ſtrength of my happines,and compare it 
with thatweight of anguiſh,that mighty rrou- 
ble of mind,thoſe heavydiſappointments,the 
loſs of reputation, that bitter hatred(one dram 
of which cvils, drowns the memory of all my 
terfaken follics, and deccitfull policies) and 
let this ſad and ſerious remonſtrance beget in 
you 2 perfir hatred of m ways, opinions and 
practices, and bring forth in your melting 
fouls, a tender love to the peace of the 


Church: as you would embrace your owne 
etcrnall weal,

man, neither pious, nor politike , that darc 0- 
pen his mouth for us. And if wee ſhall lift up 
our eyes to Heaven, behold, Wee cannot ſay 
there be more for usthen againſt us, Wee can 


mecr 
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meet with no conſolation , but a deyouring 
ſword drawne againſt the children of Pride. 
What Giant plots we have {ct afoot, and how 
inſcaſonably they are diſcovered, to our cter- 
nall ſhame, it is now ſpred like the Suns light. 
Andthough hitherto there were ſome hopes 
left, yet now they are all blaſted, and wee bo. 
vin to ſtink in the eyes of our byſome friends. 
Our purpoſes are unvailed , our intentions, 
blacke as darkneſfle, are now made known,and 
howbeit wee could have joyed before ſome 
ofthe peoples good graces, yetthelc horrible 
cc{i2nes, of advocating ſtrange aſsiſtance, of 
loliciting and covenanting with Papiſts, of 
forcing and befieging the very Houſes of Par- 
liamcnt , and doing violence to the whole 
Kinsdome, for upholding our Grandouss, for 
keeping our venerable Garlands upon our 
heads, are indeed Adts able to draw the an- 
ſupportable weight of publike hate upon us, 
and which might as deſirvedly procure usto 
be caſt out of the Church and State , as ever 
the Jeſuits were turned out of France, and are 
to this day baniſhed from the Venetian Repube 
like, 

Nor let us any more evaniſh iri this deceit, 
to think wee can move Authority to lend us a 
gracious hand, aad keep us from ſinking : for 
though the favours wee have found: be great, 
and a mercifull Majeſty hath done much, yet 
now (it is to be feared ) = will relinquiſh = 
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«nd not windoe: his State Ciyill, tor upagldiaz 
the Etcletiathick in Accidentals, And when 
Heaven and Earth combine againſt us,aad the 
preicnt eſtate of affairs deny help , and refuſe 
hope, Whett er ſhajl wee flie 7 There is ng 
balme jn Gilead now: Take heed, The winde: 
xc blowing,the f911ds are comming, and our 
thunpder-ſtricken building mult down,becau. 
nor of God, 

Wee have atrcady received lentence trom 
the Honourable Houſe of Commons , then 
wiſdome and. juſtice, have pronounced the 
peoples minde, and denounced the Kingdoms 
pleature;. And though the influence of ſome 
trolick tation {now fugitive av ot hopes are) 
fhould yeta/Intle prblong the Nfe of our cx- 
pectation, and entertain us with a polstbility 
of wreſtling chorow, Tell me it ever any p r- 
fon did thrive being once c6demneq by them? 
Iris certiinly a great lofle,not to have the Pars 
laments aftection, and very hard (as they {y) 
to fie in Rome, and ſtrive again(t the Pope, No, 
no, Nature and Grace, Time and Fortune, 
have raken ſuch 2 go0d courſe to deſtroy us, 
that tis imp p{Sible wee can be ſaved without 
a miracle- 

Far,far be it from us to think our contracted, 
and long accuſtomed boldneſle, and impu- 
dencie can any more enveigle the eyes of the 
World, with that Idull of Jealouſfic,which by 
the corruption of times, throu 2h the ambition

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of mans unhimired heart, is now exalted to 
[ch cxoroitancie of height, that became to 
heavy, it fals with its own weight, O thenfor:- 
lake, lnthe bowels of mercy depart from that 
willingly , which as you are now deſerted of 
men , will once make you rejeted of God, 
\hatis i (alas to be covered with a Princes 
wings, to be warmed with the beams of his 
fivour, to be ſet up as it were on a Pyramide, 
1nd made the obje of wonder, to have ſuch 
(way, that with the one foot ye may tread on 
the Church,with the other cruth the State,and

Can yee elude the thunderbolrs of his anger : 
Cinyee belitt up beyond the ſtroake of re- 
venge © Can yee give laws to the Spirit of the 
nolt high, ro mould rhe times in what faſhion 
pleateth you © Be there nor-certain fatall peri- 
65.25 of Houſes, Families, & Comon-weals 
lo likeways a viciſsSitnde of governments * 
in many other gJaces has Fpiſcopacie been 
cait out, neither ever couldthe face of Churcl: 
1 Common-wealth look calme , ti} thar Js- 
v25 was thrown inthe Sea; Andin this diſpo- 
(itron of time, when all things ſmile oh rhem, 
but frown upon us, nothing more eafte , no- 
ing moreabſurd, thM to Axter onr ſaves 
with contrary expectations. 


O that 1'knew what' way toinduce yo! 
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powerfully, ro contemne that, which is un. 
warranted of God, hatefull to men, odtous tg 
the tumes,hurtfull ro the Church,& in the en4 
wil bring a dire deſtruction upon your ſelves, 
Would yee have ſi2nes from Heaven * Re. 
member how all the inventions of our ſubli. 
mated policies, aſsiſted by the powers of the 
time, have failed us very wonderfully, in eve. 
ry particular,and turned upon our own pates , 
Looke to the continuall progreſle of our 
affairs, how allthe machinations which wee 
conceived were {ufficiently able, to ripen and 
produce our deſignes,have proved ſteps to ad« 
vance our enemies(The great chaſtiſers of the 
times) and that we have reaped nothing of all 
our pains and expenſes , but ſad diſappoint- 
ments to our ſclves, and confuſion ro our 
cauſe.

This ſha'l 
be done with all poffible diligence: For as at the firſt, 
the reaſon of ſending any Troops rowards the Tees,

EPISCOPACY: 


AP YSCOPACY, as it is taken for an 
Mi Order inthe Charch above a Preſ- 
ASS byter, or as wee commonly name 
yo Þ him, the Miniſterofa Congregati- 
ND A's on, 15 either of Divine conſtitution, 
or of humane, If onely of humane, 
we have the ſame humane priviledge , that all men 
have ever had fince eAdaw, being borne free, and 
in the Miſtreſſe Iland of all the Brizjþ, to reraine 
this Epiſcopacy, or to remove ic, conſulting with 
our owne occaſions, and conveuiences , and for 
the prevention of our owne CGangers , and dif- 
quiets , in what beſt manncr we can deviſe, with- 
out running at a loſe, as wee mult needs in thoſe 
ſtale, and uſclefle records of either uncertaine, 


or unſound antiquity, whichif we hold faſt ro the 
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2rounds of the reformed Charch , cat neither $ki!l 
of us, nor we of it, (10 oft asit would lead us tothe 
broken reed of tradition, If it bee of Divine con. 
ſtitution, ro (atisfic us fully tnrthat , the Scripture 
onely is ablezir bciag the onely Book lett us of D;. 
vme authority , not in aay thing more Divine then 
in the all-ſurficiency it hath to furniſh us, as with 
all other (pirituall knowledge, ſo with this in par- 
ticular, ſetting out to us a pertet man of God ac- 
compliſh't to all the good workes of his charge, 
Through all which Booke can be no where , either 
by plaine Text, or ſolid reaſoning found any ditfe- 
rence betwcene a Biſhop, and a Presbyrer, fave that 
they be two names to ſignify the ſame order, 
No: withſtanding this clearnefle , and that by all 
evidence of argument, T aworhy, and Tirws (whom 
our Prelates claim to imitate onely in the con- 
trouling part of their office ) had rather the vice» 
gerency of an xm committed to them, 
then the ordinary charge of a B.ſhoprick, as being 
men of an exiraordinary calling, yct to verify that 
which Saint Pawl forercld of ſucceeding times, 
when men began to have itching cares, then not 
contented with the plentifull and wholſom foun- 
taines of the Goſpell, they began after their owne 
luſts ro heap to themſcelvs teachers, and as if the 
divine Scripture wanted a ſupplement, and were 
to be eck't out , they cannot think any doubr re- 
{olv'd, and any doArin? confirm, unleſſe they run 
to that indigeſted heap, and frie of Authors, which 
they call Antiquity, Whohatſoever time, or the 
heedleſſe hand of blind chance, hath drawne down 
from of old to this preſent, in her huge dragnet, 
whether Fiſh, or Sea-weed, Shells , Or Shrubbs, 
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unpicke, unchoſen, thoſe are the Fathers, Seeing 
cheretore ſome men, deeply converlane in Bookes, 
have had folittle care of late to give the world a 
bexrer account oftheir reading, then by divulging 
needlefſe traftats ſtoff't with ſpecious names or 
Igratins , and Polycarpus, with fragments of old 

Martyrelogies, and legends; to diſtract, and ſtagger 
the multitude of credulcus readers, & miſlead them 
trom thcir ſtrong guards, and places of ſafety un- 
der the tuition of holy writ, it came into my 
thoughts to perſwade m, ſelfe, ſetting all diſtances, 
and nice reſpcs aſide, that Icould do Religion, 

and my Country no better ſervice for the time 

then doing my utmoſt endeavour to recall the peo- 

ple ot Gop from this vaine forraging after iraw, 
and to reduce them to their firme ttations under 

the ſtandard of the Goſpell: by making appeare 

tothem, firlt the inſuihciency , next the inconve+ 

nience, and laftly the impicty of theſe gay teſtimo- 

nies , that their great DoRors would bring them 

to dote on. And in performing this I ſhall nor ſtrive 

to be more exaRt in Mcthode , then as their cicati- 

ons lcad mee. 

Firſt therefore concerning /pwatiz: ſhall betreat- Dag. 4 
edfully , whcn the Author ſhall come to infift upon 
ſome places in his Epiſtles. Next to prove aſucceſ- 
fion of 27. Biſhops from T imothy,he cices oneLeontims 
Biſhop of Magneſia, out of thel 1.2 of the Chatece- 
denian Counccll : this is but an obſcure, and ſingle 
witnefſe, and for his Faithfull deating who (hall 
commend himto us, with this his Catalogue of 
Biſhops? what know wee farther of him , but char 
he might be as fatious, and falſe a Bybep , as Le- 
entine of eAntiech that was a hunderd yeoarcs Ns 
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pr.decifior F for neither the praiſe ofthis wiſc- 
dome, or hts vertue hath lete him memoradle to po- 
ltericy , but onely this doubefull relation , which 
wee muſt rake at his word ; and how (hall this te- 
{timony receivecredit from his word , whole very 
name had ſcaric been thought on, but for this bare 
Teitimony ? Butchey will ſay hee was a member 
of the Councell , and that may delerve to gaine 

him credit with us. I will not ſtandto argue, as 
ye: with faire allowance I mighc , that wee may as 
jaitly ſufpeR , there were ſome bad and ſlippery 

mn in that counccll, as we know there are wont to 
be in our Conyocations, Nor ſhall lneede to plead 
at this time, that nothing hath been more attemprt- 
ed, nor wich morc ſubtilty brought about , both 
ancicntly by other Heretiks, and modernly by Pa- 
piſts, then to falſihe the Editions of the Coun- 
ccls, of which wee have none but from our Ad- 
verſaries hands, whence Canons, As, and whole 
{purious Councels are thruſt upon us, and hard it 
would be to prove in all,which are legitimat againſt 
the lawfull rezeRion of anurgent,and free.diſputer, 
but this I purpoſe no: totake advantage of, for what 
availkes it to wrangle about the corrupt editions of 
Councells, when as we know that many yeares ere 
this rime which was almoſt 500. years after Chriff, 
the Councels themſelves were fouly corrupted with 
ungodly Prelatiſme , and ſo farre plung'd into 
worldly ambition, as that it ſtood them upon long 
cre this to uphoid their now well-taſted Hierarchy 
by what faire pretext ſoever they could, in like 
manner as they had now learnt to defend many O- 
ther groſſe corruptions by as ancient, and ſuppos d 
authentick tradition as Epiſcopacic, _ what 


hop* 
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hope can we have of this whole Counccll to war. 
rant us a matter 400eyears at leaſt above their time 
concerning the diRinRion of Biſhop and Preſy. 
ter, whenas we find them ſuch blind Judges uf 
things before their eyes in their decrees of prece- 
dencic between Biſhop, and Biſhop , acknowledging 
Rome for the Apoltolick throne, and Perer in that 
See for the rock, the baſis, and the foundation of 
the Cirholick Church, and Faith, contrary to the 
interpretation of more ancient Fathers; and ther- 
fore from a miſtaken text Cid they give to Leo as 
Peter 5fucceſior a kind of preheminence above the 
whole Councel, as Exagrins expreſſes (tor nowthe 
Pope was come to that height, as to arrogate to 
himſelfe by his Vicars incompetible honours ) and 
yet having thus yeilded ro Rome the univerſall Pri- 
macie for ſpirituall reaſons , as they thought, they 
conclude their ſitting with a carnall, and ambiti- 
ous decree to give the ſecond place of dignity to 
Conſtantinople trom reaſon of State , becauſe it was 
new ROME, andby like conſequence doub- 
leſſeot earthly priviledges annexe to cach other 
City, wasthe BisHo > therof to take his 
place. 

I may ſay againe therfore, what hope cin we 
have of ſuch a Counccll, as beginning inthe Spirir, 
ended thus in the flicſh. Much rather ould we at- 
tend to what Euſebins the ancienteſt writer extant of 
Chnrch-hiſtory , notwithſtanding all the helps he 
had above theſe , confeſſes inthe 4. chap. of his 
3.Book, that it was no caſie matter to tell who 
Wwerethoſe that were left Biſhops of the Churches 
by the Apoſtles , more then by what a man might 


gather from the At: of the Apoitics, and the = ' 
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{ties of St. Pawl, in which number he reckons T;me. 
thy tor Bilkop of Epheſus. So as may plainly ap. 
peare, that this tradition of Biſhoping T «worthy over 
Epheſus was but taken for granted out of that place 
in St. Paw, which was only an intreating him to 
tarry at Ephbeſss, ro do ſomthing left him in charge, 


Now if Exſebi«s; a tamous wricer thought it ſo dif. 


ficulr ro tell who were appointed Biſhops by the 
Apoſtles > much more may we think it diiticnle co 
Leontins an ovicure Biſhop ſpeaking beyond his 
ownDioceſle: and certainly much more hard was 
it for either of them to determine what kind of 
Biſhops thoſe were, if they had fo little meaasto 
know who they were; and much lefle reaſon have 
we to ſtand to their definitive ſentence, ſeeing they 
have bin ſo raſh to raiſeup ſach lofty Biſhops and 
Biſhopricks out of places in Scripture meerly miſ- 
anderſtood, Thus while we leave the Bible to 
gadde after theſe traditions of theancients,we heare 
che ancients themſelvs confeſſing, that what knows 
ledge they had in this point was ſuch as they had 
exther'd om the Bible, 

Since therfore Antiquity it ſelfe hath turn'd over 
the controverſie to that ſoyran Book which we had 
fondly ſtraggl'd from, we ſhall doe better not to 
detain this venerable apparition of Leextins any 
longer, bur diſmifle him with his Liſt of ſeven and 
rwenty, to ſlcep unmoleſted in his former obſcu- 
rity. 

Now forthe word #pere; , it ismore likely that 
Timethy never knew the word in that ſenſe : it was

Amiſtes, had a Biſhop preſent among them ? unleſſe 
they had as many Antiſftites as Presbyters, Which this 
place rather ſeems to 1mply, and to we may inferre 
evenfrom their own alledg'd authority , thas Anti- 
fter was nothing elſe but Presbyter.

v 111cht tschere 16 pertpicuous,contronting, and p:- 
ralicliiing rhe gacred verity of Saint Paw! with the 
"falls, and {weepings of antiquity that met as ac- 
cidentally and avlurdly ; as Epicwrns his atoms to 
patch up a Lcucippean dgwatins , cnclining ra» 
thcr to make this phantaſme an expounder, or in-

SD \longſt thoſe Riſtoricall Imployments, whercunto I have devo- 
v3 tel my later yearcs, ( for I read, that old men live more by 2+ 
norie than by hope)ive thoght it would be a little tim* not 111 
ipent, to confer the | o;tunes and the natures of thele two great 
perſonages of to late knowledge, whe: cin | intzad to doc then 
right with thetruth thereof, and my ſelfe with the treedome. 

The beginning of th: Farle of Eſſex, I mult attribute wholly or in great 
part to my Lord of Leiceſter ; but yet as an Introducer or Supporter, not as a 
te:cher 2 for as I goc along, it will cafily appeare, that he 5cither lived nor 
dyed ty his Diſcipline. Alwaies certaine it is, that he drew him firlt into the 
fatall Circle from a kinde of reſolved privatciits at his h-uſt it Campſie, 1 
South-Waler , where after the Academicall lite, hee had taken ſuch a tale 
of the Rurall, ( as 1have heard him fay (and not upan any tlathes or 
fumes of Mela:.choly, or traverſ:s of diſcontent , but in a ſ:rene and «quit 
Mood ) that he could well have bent his minJ to a retyred come. Abit 
which time, the aid Earl of Leiceſter bewrayed a meaning to pizat hin mm 
tle Queens favour ; which was diveiſ]y interpreted by ſuch as thoughe that 
orcat Actizanof Court to doe nutiing by ch2nce, nor much by afteR: on, 
Some therefore were of opinion,that feeling more and niore in hinfelte the 
weight of time, and :cingalmolt tyred ( it there be afatictic 11 power ) 
with that aſſiduous attendance, and interfive circunſpection which a 1 ng 
indulgent fortune did require, he was grown not unwilling for his owne 
ea(-,to beſtow handſomely upon anoth:r ſounc part of the pains, and perhaps

ſp.ake by occaſion, much fallen trom his former ſplendor 1n Court; Yet 
he (t1.1 continuzd in fone Jultre of a favoured man, like bil lowes that links 
by degrees, even when the winde is downe that firſt ſtirre | them. 

Thus ruan*> the diſcourſe of that time at plealuce ; yt 1 am not ignorant, 
that there was ſo:me goud while a verie ſtiffe averſation in my Lord of * ſer, 
from applying himſclfe to the Earle of Leiceſter , for what i:cret conceits 
I know not ; tut howſoever that honour was mollified by time , and by his 
mother, and to tac Court, hee came under his Lord :

[2 as by the various ard inward cimverſation abrord ( br(ides that before and 
after ar home.) with the mort conſtant and beſt watured Prince, Bona (1 fu 
Norint, as ever England exj:yed, Thu Duks bre»mes now ſecondly ſeized of 
Javnur , as it weve by diſcent ( though the condition of that eſtate be no more 
thin a Tenancie at will, or at moſt for the life of the firſt Loyd ) and rarely 
tranſmitted, which | have briefely ſet dewne , without looking beyond the 
waile of the Temple, ] meaxe wito the ſecret of bigh inclinations , finre evev 
Satyricall Poets, ( who ave oth:ywiſe of ſo licentions Prcie are in this peynt ec - 
deft enowph taconfe ſſ: their ignorance,

eAnd theſe were both their ſjringings and [mprimings as I may call them, 

hn the profinence &r proceedings of their fortunes , 4 obſerve likewiſe not

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enely mo'1tch arfference between them : but inthe Earle nit 2 little from him/<@/71 
Firjt all his hopes of advancement had like to bee ſtrangl d almoſt in the 
rery Cradle. by throwing himfelfe into the Porewgal Veyage without the 
Queenes conſent , oro inuch as her knowledge ; whetby he left his friends 
an dependants nezre 1xe moneths in deſperate ſuſpenſe what weuld become 
of um, And to fpeake truth not without good reaſon t For firf# they might 
will conſiaer , That he was himjelfe not well plumed in favonr for (ucb a flaaht 2 
Beſilter that now he wanted 4 | or dof Leiceſter at home ( fir hee was dead the 
Jear before) ro ſmanrth his «b/ence, ard to quench the pralitler at come. Ent abrve 
all, it lay opento every mans Diſcourſe, that thwogh the bare offence robs So» 
veraiore and Miſtris was ton 0reat adventure , vet much more wb n hee mint 
(4 in this caſe) tmuve f.arely diſeh weed hey diſpleaſwe npon her Lives, Nots 
w.thitanding , a noble report commung home br fre bm. 

At Ins returne all was cleerc,and this excurſion was eſteemed but a Saily 
of 1; outh: Nay, he grew every day more avd more in her Gractous conceit ; 
whether ſuch intermiflions as theſe do ſometimes foment affetion , or that 
having committed a fault, hebecame the more obſcquiuus and plyant to re- 
deeme it : Or thar (hee had not received into her Royall breſt any ſhadows 
of his popularity. 

There was another time long after, when Sir Fa/ke Grerid (late Lord 
Breoke ) a man in appearance intriniecal with him , or at the leaſt a [mitted 
to his Mclancholly honres , cyther belike cfpying ſome wearinefle 1n the 
Queene, or perhips with little chanye of the word though more in the 
daagerſome markes towards him , and working upon the preſent matter 
{as ſhe was dexterous and cloſe) had almolt ſuperinduced into favour the 
Earle of Southampton; which yet being timely diſcuvered, my Lord of Ef« x 
choſe to evaporate his tFonghts in a Sonnet (beang his common way ) to 
be ſu g before the Queene, (as it was) by one Hales, in whole voyce ſhee 
tooke ſome pleaſure; whereof the complot me thinkes , had aſmuch of the 


Hermit as of the Po:zt: 


And if thin ſruldſt by Her be now forſaten, 
Sh: made thy Heart too ſtrong for to be ſhaken, 


As if bee had beene caſting one eye backe at the leaſt to his former re- 
tiredneſle, But all this likewife quickly vaniſhed , and there was a g00d- 
while after faire weather over-head, Yet ({t:1] I know not how, like a ga- 
thering of Clouds , tiff towards his latter tim: , when his hnmours grew 
Tart , as being now in the Lees of favour it brake forth into certayne ſud- 


daine recelſes ; ſometimes from the Court to Wanſteed, otherwhiles unto

On the Dukes part , -wee have no fuch avbrupt-itrayres an1 precipees as 
theſe, butafaire flunt and umforme courſe under buth k1iigs : And furely 
25 there was in his naturall Conſtitution a marvailous equality, whereof [ 
{hall ſpeake more afterwards ; fo there was an image of it ia his Fortune 
mnning (it I may borrow an ancient compariſon as ſmoothly as a nume- 
reu5 Verſe, till ir met with certayne Rubs in Parhamert , whereot I am 
induced by the very Subje& which lhandle, tofay ſomewhat , fo farre as 
itzall concerac the difference betweene their times. 
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Hen my Lord «of Eflcx flood in Favonr , the Parliaments were calm:: 

Nay , 7 finde a true obſervation,that thrre was noimpeachment of any 
Nobleman ty the Commons , from the Raigne of King Henry the fſoxth, until 
the eighteenth of King lameg , nor any intervenient preſident ef that Nature, 
net that ſomething or other could be wanting to be ſayed , 'while men are men: 
For not to goe highry , wee are taugut eaſily ſo mth , by the very Ballads and 
Lilels of Leiceſtrian twme, 

But about the aforeſayd Teare , many young ones being choſeninto the houſe 
of Commons , more then had beene nſnall in yreat Councells (who thougb of the 
weakeſt Wings , are the highe#t Flyers ) there aroſe a certayne nu{ortunate ard 
wnfruitfall Spirit in ſome places ; not ſowing , but picking at every fone mm 
the Field, rather thes tending to the geverall Harveift, eAnd thus farre the 
Conſideration of the Nature of the Time bath tranſported me, and the occaſion 
of the ſubjc(t, 


Now on the other fide , I maſt with the like Liberty ebſerve two weighty 
and watchful $ olicitudes ( as 7 may call them ) which kept the Earle in extream 
ard continuall (aution , like a Bow (tilt bent , whereof the Dukes thoughts

K-nzs, Now there were in Court two nam:s of Porrer, and almolt of Af- 
in, the Fſexian nnd the Cecilian with their Adhcrents, both well 
encuzh enj »ying the preſent , and yet both looking to the future, and there- 
tre buth bolding correſpondency with ſome of the principall in Scotland, 
an hath receivedadvertiſements and inſtruftions , cyther from them, or 
inmediarly from the K ngas Induciat Heire of this Imperiall Crown-:. 
But leaſt chey might deteR one another ; th's was Myſteriouſly carried 
by {cyerall inſtruments an | ConJucRts, and on the Eſſextian (1dÞ, in truth 
with infivite h:21rd , for Sir Kebers Cecr{ who (as Secretary of State) did 
dipole the publicke addreſſes, had prompter and fater conveyance ; where» 
upon I can-ot bur relate a memorable paſſage on cyther pait, as the ſtory fol- 


lowing thall declatc. 


The Farle of E ex had accommodated Maſter Anthony Bacon ina par- 
tion of his Houſe, and had aſſigned hima noble emtertaynement : This 
was a(Gentleman of impotent feete, bur of a nimble head , and through 
hs hand runne all the intell:gences wit" Scauland ; who becing of a Pro» 
vident Nature (contrary to his brother the Lord Viſcount Supt Albers } 
and well knowing the ad-rantage of a dangeruus Secret , would many 
t.m C cunmingly ler fall {Oomec Words. as if hee coald amend his For. 
tuncs nader the Cect/ians ( to whom bee was neere Cf alliance and in 
Llood alſo) and who had made (as hee was not willing ſhow'd 
bee belervcd ) me oreat profrre to winne nim away ; which once 
or twice hee prefled fo farre, and with ſuch tokens and fignes of ap: 
arent diſcont-nt to my Li1d Henry Howard , afterwards Earle of 
Northaxpron, (vibo was of the party, and ſtood himſclfe.in much 
\mbrave with the Buiexe) that hee flyes preſently to my Lord _— 
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(with whom h:e was commonly prime adarfionu, by his bei ſide in the 
morning , and tells hin that ualeſie that Gentleman were preſeatl y ſatillied 
with ſome round ta.nme, all would be vented, 

[his tooke the Earle at that time iil provided (as indeed oftentimes his 
Cotfers were low) whereupon hee was faine ſuddainely togive him FE ſex- 
Houſe z which the good o!d Lady of iVal/ingham did afterwards diſ-ingage 
out of her owne {tore with 25 0, puund ; and before hee had «© iltilled 1500, 
pound at : nother ti.ue by the ſame $kill z ſoas wee rate this one ſecret, as it 
was fincly carcicd at 4000. pounds ia preſent mony , beſides at the 1:aft 
1000, pound of annuall reaſiun toa private and bederid Gentleman ; what 
would hee hve gottenit hee could have gne about his owne bulineſle ? 

There was anuther accident of the fame nature on the Cicilien (fide, much 
more pleaſant , but leile chargeable, for it co!t nothing but Wit, The Qncene 
having fora goo while nur heard any thing from Scotland ,:and becing 
Thirlty of newes, it fc11 out chat her Majcity going to take the Ayre towards 
the Heath (the Court being then at Grrenewich) and Maſter Secretary ( 3cull 
then attendirg her : A Pult camecroſling by, and blew his Horne. The 
Lur-ene out of curioſity asked him from whence the diſpatch came ; and 
-e1ng anſwered from S-orland; a. d he ſtoppes her Coach, a+d calleth for 
the Packet. The Secretary thou zh hee knew there were ſome Letters in it 
from his corrcſpon 'ents 3 which to dilcover , were as many S rpents ; yet 
made more (h.we of 9giligence, ten of doubt to obey ;:nd askes ſome 


that ſtood by (fo ſooth in great halt ) for a knite to cut up the Packet (for 0» - 


therwiſe hee might perhaps awaked a little apprehenſion, ) but in the meane 
time approaching with the Packet in his hand , at a pretty diltance from the 
Vmneene ; hee tc!leth her it looked and finelt 11]1-favouredly commir g out of 
a hlthy Budget , and that it jhould be tit firlt to open arid ayre it, becauſe hee 
knew (he was averſe from 111 Scats, 

And fo being diſiniiſed home , hee got leiſure by this ſcaſoravle ſhift , to 
ſeycr what hee would not have 1. ene. 

Theſe two accideats prec.ſcly true, and knowne to few , I have repor- 
ted as not altogether extravagant from my purpoſe, to hew how the Earic 
ſto04 in certaine perplex ties wherewith the Dukes dayes were not diſtra- 
cd. And this hath bee c the Hiltoricall part {as it wire ) touching the 
difference betwern-: them inthe rilting and flowing of their Fortu'1cs, 

I will now coniider their (evecall ndowmeats buth of Perſn and ind, 
and tl ena lictlc of th cir + trons and Ends, 

The Earle was a pretty deale the Taller, and much theſtronger , and of 
the abler body : But the Duke had the neater limbes and treer delivery ; hs 
Was ailothe uprighter, and of the more comcly moons , for the oy” 

a1 
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\ potion , and aftcr he had licked his Ips, he would drinke of the rſt , bur l 
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did bend a little intheneck, though rather forwards then downewards, 
and he was(o far from being a good dancer , that he was no gracefull goer, 
If we touch particulars, the Duke exceeded inthe daintineſfle of his leg and 
foote, and the Earle in the incomparable fairenefle and fine ſhape of his 
hands ; which (though it be but a feminine praiſe he tooke from his Father ) 
for the generall Ayre, the Earle had theclofer and more reſerved C:untc- * 
nance,bei 1g by nature ſomewhat more cogitative, ard( which was ſtrange) 
never more then at meales when others arc leaſt : Inſomuch as he was wont 
to make this obſervatio1 of himſeife , that to folve any knottie buſineſſe 
which cumbred his minde, his ablceſt huurcs was when hee had checked 
his firſt appetite with two or three morſells, after which he fate uſually for a 
good whilc ſilent , yet hee would play well an1 willingly at ſome games 
of greateſt attention, which ſhewed that when hee liſted he conld licence 
his thoughts, 

The Duk- onthe other fide, even in the midſt of fo many diverſions, ha1 
continually a very pleaſant and vacant face (as | may well call it) procee- 
ding vo doubt froma ſingular aflurance in his temper. And yet I mult here 
give him a rarer Elogic, which the maligneſt eye cannot deny him, That 
certainely neyer man in h's plac* and power, did cntertaine greatneſſe more 
familiarly, nor whoſe lookes were lefle tainted with his felicitie,, where- 
in 1 infilt the rather becauſe this in my Iudgeme!.t was one of his greatelt 
vertues ard viRories of himſclte. 

Butto proceed, in the attyring and Ornament of their bodyes , the Nuke a 
fine and unaffeted politencilſe , and upon occaſion coltlic , as in his lega- 
tons. 

The Earle as he grew more and more attentive to buſtneſſeand matter, ſo 
|:fle and lefle curious of cloathing : Infomuch , as I doe remember thoſe a- 
bout him had a co:ccit that poſſibly ſometimes when hee went up tothe 
Queene , hee mighc ſcant know what he had on, for this was his manner, 
his chamber being commonly ſtived with friends or Suitors of one kinde or 
other , when he gave his legs , armes , and breſt to his ordinary {:rvants to 
button and drefic him with little heede , his head and faceto his Barbour, 
his cyes to his letters, and cares to Petitioners, and many timcs all at once, 
then the Gentleman of his Robes throwing a cloak over his ſhoulders hee 
would make a ſtep into his Cloſet, and after a fhort prayer , he was gone; 
onely in his Baths , the was ſomewhat delicate, for point of £ yet and luxurie, 
they were both very inordinate intheir appetites , eſpecially the Earle, who 
was by nature off» different ataſtc,that I muſt tcl a rare thing of him(though 
it bee but a homely note) that he would ſtop in the middeſt of any Phyſicall

To come therefore to the inward furniturcof their mindes , I will thus

The Earle was of good Frudition having been placed at ſtudy in (\.m- 
bridge very young by the Lord Burltigh, his Guardian,with att-Rianate and 
del .berafe carc,under the overſight of Door Whirgift then Miſter cf 7 ri.

The Duke was Iliterate, yet had lcarned at Conrt, firſt to fift and 
queſtion well, and to ſupply his owne defelts by the drawing or lowinz un- 
to himofthe beſt Inſtruments of experience and knowledge , from whom 
hee had a ſweetand attraRi;emanner, to ſuck what might be for the publike 
or Is own proper ulc , ſo as the lellc he was tavourcd by he muſes , he was 
the more by the graces. 

To conſider them in their Pure Nzturalls, I conceive the Earles intel- 
!eAuall facultics to have been his (trongeſt part, and in the Duks tis pra» 
Aica!l, 

Y-t all know that he likewiſe at the (itſt was much under the expe&ari-

ventions of entertainment, and above all i: his darliag picce of tove, and

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The Dukes delivery of his minde, I conceive not to be fo fharpe asſolid 
and grave,not fo folid anz deepe as pertinent , and appoſitgtothe times and

The Ear! T account the more liberall,and the D. the more magnific:nt,for 
[ ove 1:04 re:nember that my Lord of Eſſex in all his l;fe time did. bujld or 
adorn 2ny houſe, the Queen perchance ſpending his time, and himizife 
his cacanes,or otherwiſe more 1:.clyning to popu'ar waycs, for w:c knowe 
the people are apter to applaud houſckcepers the., houſe-raiſers , they were 
both yr cat chertikcrs of Schollers and Divincs , but it ſeem.s the Earle had 
obteyned vt himſclfe one i.ngular point, that he could depart his affe&ion 
bet weene two cxtreames, for though hee bare alwayes a kinde of filiall re- 
verenc: towards Door Whitgwft , both before and after he was Archbilh- 
op, yet onthe other ſide, he did nor a little love and tender Maſter (arte 
wich, though I think trucly with large diſtin1on between the perſons and 
the cauſes , howſocver hee was taxcd with other ends, in refp2 Ring that 
artie.

For the Ocher, in the managing of their Fames, I note betweene 
them adire& contrary Wiſedome ; for the Earle proceeded by way of Apo- 
logy which hce Wrot and diſperſed with his owne hands at large, though 
till his going to /re/and they wer. but aycry objetions, But of the Duke 
this I know , that one having offered fr his caſe to doe him that kinde of 
Service ; Hee refuſed it with a pretty kinde of Thankfull ſcorne ( faying ) that 
he would truſt his owne good intentions which God knew, and leave to 
him the pardoning of his Errours ; and that hee ſaw no fruite of Apologics 
but the multiplying of diſcourſe, which ſurely was a well ſetled Maxime. 
And for my owne pacticular (though | ain not obnoxious to his memory )in 
the expreifion of Tacirau, Neque mjuria , neque beneficia, {.ving that he 
th-wed m- an ordinary good Countenance, And if I were,yet I would di- 
ſtinguiſh betweene Gratitude and [ruth , I muſt beare him this Teſtimony ; 
That in a Commiſſion layed upon m: by Soveraigne Commaund to examine 
a Lady about a certayne filthy accuſation grounded upon nothing but a few 
ſingle names taken up by a Foote-man in a Kennell , and ſtreight baptized : 
A liſt of ſuchas the Duke had appoynicd to be empoyſoncd at homs, bimſclf 
being then in Spaire : I four it to bee the molt malicious and Franticke 
ſarmize, and the moſt con ra: y to his nature thatI thinke had ever becne 
brewed from the beginning of the World > howlocyor countenanced by a 
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Livellons Pamphelet of a fugitive Phyſition even in Print ; and yet oft!-is 
would the Duke ſuffer any anſwer to be made on his behalfe, fo conſtant hee 
was to his owne Princ'ples, 


In their Militar y Services the Charalters of the Earles imployment; 
were theſe, viz.

The ſaddeſt , that of Roan where hee loſt his brave Brother.

His Voiage tothe eAzmTes was the bt, for the diſcovery of the Spainith 
weakneſſe,and otherwiſe almolt a faving Voyage. 

His blackeſt was that to Ire/and, ordayned tv bee the Sepulcher of his 
tather,and the Gulph of his owne Fortunes, 

But the firſt 1n $8. at 7s/bwry Campe, wasSin my judgement, the very 
poyſon of all that followed , for there whilelt the Qicene ſtood in ſome 
doubtof a Spaniſh F=vaſion (though it proved but a Mor rice dance upon our 
Waves ) ſhe made him in Fiel ! Commaunder of the Cavalry ( as hee was 
before in C urt) and much graced him openly in view of the Souldiers ard 
prople, evenabove my Lord of Leicefter + the tructh is from thenceftorth 

cc fed too falt. 


He Dukes employment abroal in this nature , was onely 1 the Aion 

of the Ule of Reez,, of which I muſt note ſomewhat for the bononr of 

our Country, and of his Majeſties times , and of them that periſhed and 
ſurvived , and to redeeme it generally from miſ-underitanding. Therefore 
after enquiry amongſt the wiſeſt and moſt indifterent meu ; of that Aﬀtion 
I dare pronounce, that all Circumſtances pondered ,a tumultuary banding 0.1 
cur part , With abou: one thouſand in the whole on theirs ready to reecive us 
with two hundred borſ:, withneere ewo thouſand foote, and watching 
their beſt time of advantage, none of their foote diſcovered by us before, 
nor ſo much as ſuſpeed , and only ſome of their Horſe deſcried ſtrag!ing, 
but not inaoy bulke or body:their Cavalry not a Troop of Biſcoigners mouns 
ed in haſt , but the greater part Genelemen of Family, and of pickt Refo= 
lution » and ſuch as charged home both in _ and on both flankes _— 
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i: very Sz2a about reFore of their two hundred horſe Nrewed upon the 
414, nt nome of them but one kille {4 witha great ſhot, and after this 
their tut likewiſe comming onto charge , tillnor liking the bulineſle they 
Fel totlioging of ftones and fo walked away. 

L i2y theſz th ngs conſi ered and laid together, wee have gre:t reaſon 
kyreputeitagreat imprettion upon an unknown place,and a noble argument 
that upon v<catiun we have not-loſt our Auncient vigor. Only I could with 
th.tthe Dake who then in the animating of the ſould:ers ſhewed them very 
eminen” atiurance of his valour , had afterwards remembred that rule of 4- 
Felles, Atanum te Vabala, But he was greedy of honvur , and hot upon the 
pu->lique en 's, and too co fident in the proſperity of beginnings , as ſome- 
where Pelyb;:rs that rrear Critique of war obſerverh of young leaders whom 
fortune hath not bc for:deceived. In this their Military care & diſpenſationof 
reward and puniſhnent , there was very t. w remarkable occaſions under 
the Duke, faving his continuall vigila"cic and voluntary hazard of his per- 
fon and kindneſles to the Souldiers , both from tus own table and purſe, for 
there could beſew diforders within an Tland where the troops had no ſcope 
to disband, and the Inferiour Commanders . were ſtill in the 
011.798 

in the Earle wee lave two examples of his ſeverity, the one in the 
Iſland voyage where hee threw a Souldicr with his owne hands out of 
a Ship , the other in Ireland where hee Cecimned certaine troops that ran 
away,rcnewing a peece of the Roman diſcipline, 

Onrhe other ſide wee have many of his L-nitie , and one ofhis facilitic, 
when hee did Connive at the bolde Treſpaſſe of Sir Walter Rawlcigh 
who before his owne arrivall at Fy-//, had banded there aginſt his preciſe 
Commandement , at which time hee let' fall a Noble word being preſſed 
by one(whoſe name I necd not remem'er )that at the leaſt he would put him 
upon a MartiallCourt. Yhat I would doe (/ajd kee) it he were not my 
friend, | 

And now Tamdrawinz towards the lalt AR, which was written in tic 
beok of 11cceftity, 

Ar the Farlesend I was abroade, Futwhen TI came (homethough little 
was lefc for writers to gleane after judges ) yet, I ſpent ſome curioſity to 
ſcarch whit it migl.t bee that could precipitate him into ſuch a profigicus 
Cataſtrophe, and I muſt according to» my profeſſed freedome, deliver a cir» 
cuaitancc or twoot fumes weirke intac truth of that ſtory,wvhich was nci- 
ther diſcovercd at his ar21grment ror aſter in any of his private Conteflions, 

There was aimonglit his nca:elt attendants one Henry Cuffe, A man 
of ſecret ainbitious cnds of his owne, ani of proportionate Counfells 
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froothered under the hobit of aScholler,and flabLered over with a certavns 
rade and Clown1th faſhion , that had the ſ*mblance of integrity. : 

This p*1fon not abov- hive or f1xe werkes before my Lords fatall irmuption 
into th: Cr'y » vas oy the Earles Speciall Commaund faidainely diſcharged 
{om al! further attendance , or acceſſe unto him, cur of an inward dif- 
pleaſure then taxen a ;ajolt his (harpe and importuneinfuſions , a: out of a 
2[:m:n<ring overſight , that he would proove the very in{itument of his 
Kum, 

{uſt »dde herecunto, that about the ſame time my Lord had received 
from ihe Countrfe of Warwicke (a Lady powerfull inthe Cort) and inde, 
2veiiacus ut. r of ter power, the bt adviſe that, I thinke, was ever g ven 
fomeyther Sex. That when hee was tree from 1eitratint, hee {huuld 
clcte'y rake ary out-loeging at Greenewich, and fometimes when the Queen 
went aoroad inagood humour, ( whereof thee would give him notice} he 
ſhou'd eome forth.and humble himlelfe bef.;rc Her in the ticld, 

This Counſc}l fu ke nuch into him, and for lomedayes hee refulyed tt : 
but in the meanc time through the interceflion of the Earle of S»wrhawmpron, 

hom CuFehad gaincd , hee was reſtored to my Lords earc ,and fo work- 
ing a vantage upon his difgraces, and upon the vain ' foundation of vnlgar 
breath, which hurts many g. od men, ſpun ovt the finall deſtruction of his 
Maſtec and himfſclfe, and almoſt of his rcſtorer, it his pardon had not been 
wonne by inch's. 

True it is, that the Earle in We?min2er-hilldid in generall diſcloſe the 
evill perlwaſions of this man 3 but the particulars which 1 have related of 
his diſmiflion and reſtitution, hee buri.-d in his owne breaſt for fome 
reaſons apparent enough. Indeede {as I conjecture) not to cxalperate the 
Caſe of my Lord of Senurhampron, thou h hee might therewith a lttle 
perad venture have mollificd his owne. The wholz and tru2 Report I had 
by i fallible mcanes from the perſon hi-n(clfe that both brought the- 
adviſe from the afore-fay.l excellent Lady , and carricd the diſcharge to 
Cuff-. who in a private Chamber was ſtrucken therewich into a Sound 
almoſt dead to the Earth , as if hee had fallen trom fomehigh feeple,fuch

Now atter this ſhort contemplation of their diverſities, for much more 
mi; ht have beene ſpoken , but that I was fitter for Raplody then commenta- 
ry, I am laltly deſirous to take a Summariec viewe of their Conformiticy, 
which I vetily beleeve will be fou d as many , though perctance heeded 
by few as are extent in any of the ancient Parallel! 

They both flept long in the armes of For'unc : They were both of ancient 
L lood, and of Forraigne extraRtion ; They were bot of ſtraight and goo ily 
ſtature, and of able and aRive bodies : They were Loth induſtrious and al- 
ſidacus and intentive totheir eds : They were both ca:ly Privy Councel- 
lors , and 1mployed at home in theſecreteſt and we ghticlt aftaires in Court 
and Stite :; They were both likewiſe Commaunders abroad 1» Chiefe,as well 
by Sca as by Land both Maſters of the Horſe at home ; both cholen Chan- 
ccllaurs of the ſame Vniverſity, namely, Cambridge, They were indubi- 
table ſtrong and high minded men, yet of ſweet and acc:ſtable Nature , al- 
moſt equally del:ghting in the preiſe and affluence of iDependants and Sut- 
tors, which arc alwayes the Burrcs,and fometimes the Bricrs of Favourits. 
They were both marricd to very vertuous Ladics , and folc Heires, and left 
iſſue of eyther Sex . and both their Wives converted to contrary Religions, 
They were both in themſclves qe and excellent cxamples of Temperance 


- - and Sobricty, but neyther of them of Continency. 


Laſtly, after they had beene both Subje& {as all Greatneſſeand ſplendor 
is ) to certaynz obloquies of their Ations; They both concluded their 


carthly felicity in unnaturall ends, and with no great diſtance of time in 
theipacecyther of Life or I avour. 


And fo having diſcharged this poore Exerciſe of my Pen accor- 
Cirg to my Knowledge and Reality , let us commit 
thoſe two noble Peeres to their Frernall reſt, 
withthe-r memorable abilities renay- 
ning in few,and their comp-ſſicnatec 
infrmiff% common to all.
